COLORADO'S MINERAL RESOURCES. 


Previous to giving a description of each and every mine and mining 
property in Colorado, it is proper to make a general statement of her min- 
eral resources. These are already known to be enormous in quantity, and 
further discoveries are constantly being made. They constitute the main 
wealth of the State, and are continually growing more productive and remu- 
nerative. Gold, silver, copper, lead, and coal are extensively mined ; iron, salt, 
zinc, mica, and other minerals abound, and some of them will yet cut an 
important figure. Metalliferous veins are encountered in clusters and belts 
all through the mountains of this vast region. Coal occurs at intervals along 
the plains, near the base of the foot-hills, and here and there in the mountains 
and river valleys. A mineral belt, carrying one or both of the precious, and 
some of the baser metals, extends almost across the entire State, following to 
some extent the course of the Rocky Mountains. It also appears on the flank- 
ing ranges and outlying foot-hills, east and west of the Continental divide. 
Each season proves this mineral region to be of greater extent and value than 
was previously known, and the entire mountain system of Colorado will, at no 
distant day, be dotted with mining camps. 

A belt showing but slight interruptions has been traced from the North 
Park, and the northern part of Boulder County, south through Gilpin and 
Clear Creek, thence south-westerly through Summit, Park, Lake, Chaffee, and 
into Gunnison County. It approaches the point where the great Saguache, or 
main range, divides into the Sangre de Christo on the south-east, and the San 


Juan Mountains on the south-west. The belt appears at intervals on the east 


of these mountain systems or their outlying spurs or valleys, down to the New 
Mexico boundary. 

In the San Juan Mountains, which form the Continental divide on the 
south, it is rich in silver veins, extending all through the counties of Hinsdale, 
San Juan, and Ouray. Gold is also found there; and the gold and silver 
bearing deposits of the Sierra Mojada, and of the hills and valleys skirting the 
Sangre de Christo, are fast coming into notoriety. 

The Saquache range extends from the point of union of the more southerly 
mountain systems, northward to the Mount of the HolyCross and the head-wat- 
ers of the Arkansas, and is but another name for a portion of the main Rocky 
Mountain divide. It forms the dividing line between Gunnison, Chaflee, and 
Lake Counties, and also separates Summit from the latter, Rich mineral dis- 
coveries have been and are still being made, both on its eastern and western 
slopes. 


Kast of this and of the upper Arkansas Valley, is the Park range of 


—_ 
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Mountains, separating the latter from South Park, and uniting with the main 
range at Mount Lincoln. This, with the foot-hills, is very productive On 
the western slope are the world renowned carbonate deposits and veins of 
Leadville—immeasurably rich in silver and gold—and_ the gold veins and 
the alluvial deposites of California Gulch. On the range itself and its eastern 
slopes are vast numbers of deposits and veins. Silver predominat esthere, but 
gold, copper and lead, are mined. 

Northward extends the main range, which, all along its course between 
Summit and Grand Counties on the western slope, and Park, Clear Creek, 
Gilpin, and Boulder on the east, is more or less rich in silver veins. Its ex- 
tending foot hills possess veins and alluvial deposits rich in gold. The 
outlying mountain spurs, hills, and gulches are also ribbed with metalliferous 
veins, some productive of silver and copper, others of silver and lead, and 


others of gold and silver, with one or both of the baser metals. Close beside 





each other, on this eastern slope, are the famous mining districts of Clear 
Creek and Gilpin. The latter has produced most of Colorado’s gold and the 
former much the largest part of its silver, up to the time when Leadville came 
to the front. 

Westward, over among the mountains and valleys of SumMrr, Grand, and 
Rontt Counties, are numerous argentiferous and galenous veins, and gold- 
producing gulches and placers. Some of these have been worked for years, 
and others are of recent discovery. 

The great central mineral belt of Colorado has a width of from twenty to 
forty miles, but often branches off, and again contracts, so that the breadth is 
by no means uniform. Continued discoveries indicate that its extent is by no 
means ascertained, but constant developments show that only the beginning 
of its wealth has been found, 





There never has been a timeor locality more favorable for individual or 
company investments or organizations than the present among the mines of 
Colorado. With a reasonable amount of ready capital to open and push 
mining development, a harvest is very sure to follow that cannot be blighted 
by floods,frosts, or insects, nor increased nor diminished in value, but one that 
is certain,substantial, and enduring —the pure metal itself. This product rep- 
resents the basis of all property and wealth. 

The mineral resources of Colorado have hitherto been imperfectly appre- 
ciated. Recent discoveries and the result of well directed labor, aided by

Arapahoe County.

This County embraces 792 square miles and has an estimated population 
of 13,000. It is situated on the east side of the Continental divide and adjoins 
Gilpin and Jefferson Counties on the north. The formation is properly deseribed 
as granitic, and the veins as true fissures, continuous and well defined to the 
greatest depths thus far attained; some of which are silver-bearing and others 
gold-bearing, the former occurring principally in the Caribou district, situated 
in the south-west corner of the County and the latter in the Central district, em- 
bracing the towns of Jamestown, Balarat and Springdale, the Ward, Gold Hill, 
Sunshine, Sugar Loaf and Magnolia districts. 

Touching this subject the State Geologist’s report for 1882 says, “The mines 
of this County are in quite as healthy a condition as they have been at any 
time within the past ten years. They are very generally operated for actual 
profits rather than for the purpose of creating a fictitious value for the stocks of 
the various companies. The ‘new process’ craze has had and is still having 
a very extended influence, greatly to the detriment of the County’s development 
at home and its reputation abroad. Within two years several mills have been 
erected at a cost of hundreds of thousands, containing ‘processes’ the princi- 
ples of which were tested and condemned many years ago; and if the parties 
whe furnished the capital for these enterprises had consulted metallurgists of 
ability and integrity, they would have saved themselves much annoyance and 
expense, and the country would have escaped much ridicule and consequent 
loss of prestige. While the failure of these schemes has not injured the mines, 
they have nevertheless prejudiced capital against the districts where they are 

located because the want of success is most always charged to the refractoriness 
of the ores or to their poverty, rather than to the true causes.” 

There are a large number of valuable mines in Boulder County, some of 
which have yielded very well in the past, but owing to various causes (none of 
them, however, to the poverty of the lodes), are at the present time wholly un- 
productive. A few have quite recently been put in operation, and it is hoped 
that many others will soon be ina like condition, The mines of this County if 
worked steady and under competent management, are quite capable of return- 
ing over six times as much as they are now doing. In 1882 the output was 
$550,000 in about equal proportions of gold and silver, but we trust that the 
annual yield will soon be much greater. 

There are some rich placer mines in the Central district, but not having 
been worked to any considerable extent during the past two years, have added 
very little to the general output.

In 1880 its 
return was about $90,000 from all sources; in 1881 it advanced to $196,400, and 
in 1882 this amount was increased to $225,500. The mineral-bearing veins are 
chiefly argentiferous, and are enclosed in a granitic formation, with numerous 
great dikes of eruptive rocks in different varieties. In the County there are 
only a small number of well developed properties, a description of which will 
be found in their proper places. They have, however, shipped but little, owing 
to the cost of transportation and other drawbacks, but have in sight 
such immense reserves of ore as to warrant the statement that the County will 
at no distant date take a front rank as an ore-producer. It contains very 
many fine prospects, and appears to be rich in mineral resources of great 
extent and variety; but it has never yet been favored with the stimulus of ex- 
citement and abundant capital accorded to its neighbor, Lake. Notwith- 
standing all this, however, the results so far attained encourage the belief that 
it will eventually become a formidable rival to the great Carhonate Camp. 
Though the exhibits of bullion are comparatively small, yet they are steadily 
increasing as the prospects are converted into mines; and the number in proc- 
ess of development indicate pretty conclusively that heavy yields will mark 
their future operations. 

Chaffee County has an area of 950 square miles, lying east of the Con- 
tinental Divide, adjoining Lake County on the south, and has an estimated 
population of 13,000.

Its territory is almost exclusively devoted to the pursuit of mining, there 
being only a few strips of tillable land within its limits. The geological 
formation is simple, and may properly be described as granitic in its general 
features—embracing all the diversified forms of the granitic series, from the 
true massive granite through all the gneissic grades down to the highly strati- 
fied mica schist, with occasional patches and dikes of the eruptive varieties 
here and there in different sections. The veins are principally fissures, havin, 
a strike approximately north-east and south-west; though there are isolate 
cases where the strike is nearly north and south, and others again almost east 
and west. 

The County has been quite thoroughly prospected, it being one of the 
earliest mining sections in the State—and its mines are considerably devel- 
oped. Valuable lodes bearing gold and silver, and in many instances 
both of these metals, are found in nearly all the districts; some of which have 
been worked to a greater or less extent since 1859. Its output from 1859 to 
1864, inclusive, was $2,000,000; from 1865 to 1868, inclusive, $182,823; in 
1869, $400,354; in 1870, $481,354; in 1871, $869,046; in 1872, $1,503,391; in 
1873, $1,259,761; in 1874, $2,203,947; in 1875, $1,928,161; in 1876, $1,982,544; 
in 1877, $2,206,577 ; in 1878, $2,261,105; in 1879, $1,967,000 ; in 1880, $2,994,728; 
in 1881, $2,204,980; and in 1882, $2,001,629; or a total output to January 1, 
1883, of $26,447,400. 

From 1859 to 1864 the yield was almost wholly derived from the placers, 
and from the decomposed surface-ores of the gold veins, the silver mines not 
having been operated till 1865—the most noteworthy discovery of which oc- 
curred in the vicinity of Georgetown in the fall of 1864—some of which have 
been successfully and constantly worked, with a steadily increasing output, 
from that time to the present At best, however, the district has been only 
skimmed, very few of the veins having been penetrated to the water-level of 
the mountain streams. In addition to the older discoveries, several new ones 
have been made and somewhat developed ; creating new sources of wealth, 
and furnishing a large portion of the bullion crop. The deeper mines, as a 
rule, show no diminution in the quality or quantity of their ores, the latter 
being silver—usually carried in the gray, yellow, and purple sulphurets of cop- 
per—lead, zinc, and bismuth sulphides, with small proportions of ruby silver, 
native silver, etc., intermixed. 

Empire District was settled in 1861,1nd was the scene of considerable ex- 
citement for three or four years later, owing to the gains derived from sluicing 
the surface dirt on the slopes about North Empire. Owing, however, to the 
low grade of the ores, which are almost wholly auriferous, it has for some 
years been an insignificant factor in the production of the precious metals; 

ut with the introduction of large and well constructed mills, with processes 
for cheap roasting and amalgamation, it would probably very soon attain an 
exalted standing among the productive sections of the State. 
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Montana District, with the exception of the Murray, Columbian Chief, 
Jo Reynolds, and Pride of the West, las no developed properties. The ores 
are usually argentiferous, and the veins generally large. The mineral is to a 
considerable extent scattered through the entire gangue-matter of the veins, 
which prevents the miners from shipping to market after deducting the cost of 
transportation and shipment. ‘ 


Downeville District, which includes Red Elephant Mountain and vicinity, 
has a number of valuable and productive mines; but even these properties 
have yielded only a small portion of what might have been realized through 
a broader system of development and supervisory direction. 


Morris and Trail Run Districts have some important properties, which 
have considerable development and show a good grade of ore ; while the Idaho 
District has been somewhat inactive, but a noted strike recently made furnishes 
evidence that there will be a better condition of things in the future.

Custer County. ; 





This County is situated east of and adjoining the Sangre DeCristo Range, 
and is bounded on the north by Fremont, on the east by Pueblo, and on the 
south by Huerfano County. It covers an area of 1,000 square miles, and has 
an estimated population of 8,500, with Silver Cliff as the chief center, although 
there are a pasitex of other towns of less note. 

The first discoveries of paying mineral occurred in the vicinity of Querida, 
and it is pretty safe to state that of the County’s future poedueias by far the 
greater proportion will come from within a radius of four miles from that 
place. The mines located around Silver Cliff, and which created its prestige 
as a thrifty camp, have heen idle for sometime; and the same remark holds 
good in relation to the mills. In explanation of this condition of things the State 
Geologist’s report says: “Those familiar with the situation will readily under- 
stand the cause. The better mines are in the hands of corporations who do 
not work them, owing to the failure of conclusions drawn from false premises 
respecting the character and value of the principal deposits and the course of 
treatment required for the profitable extraction of the precious metals. Having 
reached the limit of speculation in stocks, the projectors have no further use 
for the works, and therefore, with a few exceptions, the whole mining interest 
of the County has fallen into decay.” 

This is true; at the same time it is unquestionable that the properties 
around Silver Cliff contain enormous resources of milling material, which, 
though not largely of the class known as high-grade, is yet sufficiently valu- 
able to pay reasonable returns under wise management. If the companies who 
hold the better mines would only come to some agreement in relation to re- 
ducing the ores ona large scale, thereby making them profitable by the 
accumulation of small savings, Custer would resume its position as one of the 
important mining counties of the State. All that is needed is the right 
measures and a reasonable ni pean of the same. 

The output for 1881 was $800,000, of which amount $100,000 was gold and 
$700,000 silver, although it has been carefully estimated at only,$755,600, while 
in 1882 the returns showed a decline to $705,116, owing, no doubt, to the causes 
already stated.

Dolores County, 





This County was created by a division of Ouray, in 1880, and has an 
area of 950 square miles, with an estimated population of 4,000. In it there 
is but one mining district—the Pioneer—and Rico is the county seat and chief 
town, but it is the center of great possibilities. Its isolation from the rail- 
ways, ore markets, and supply depots—Silverton being the nearest point—and 
the intervening ranges of mountains, have retarded the development of its 
splendid mineral resources, but the people are moving vigorously and unitedly 
for relief, and it is not improbable that the D, & R. G. Bey will, during the 
current year, afford them the desired connection. : 7 

The formation in which the mines are located is principally sandstune 
and lime-rock, much broken and disturbed by numerous dikes and overtiows 
of the eruptive rocks, the mineral lying in contacts between these stratifi- 
cations and in fissures penetrating or cutting up through them from below the 
contacts. The ores consist of the argentiferous sulphides, carbonates, and ox- 
ides of lead, iron, zinc, copper, and sometimes bismuth, having an average 
value of about $100 per ton, when sorted, as indicated by assays and returns ‘of 
shipments to the smelters.

Eagle County. 


This County was created by a division of Summit, in the beginning of the 
present year, and is bounded on the east by Summit, on the south by Lake and 
etkin, on the west by Garfield, and on the north by Grand County. It hasan 
area of 1,850 square miles, and an estimated population of 1,000, or over, with 
Red Cliff as the county seat and chief center, although there are a number of 
other towns of less note. 

Prior to its being set apart as a separate County, the territory now embraced 
therein had assumed quite an importance. The section immediately in the 
vicinity of Red Cliff, containing over a dozen mines that have been worked 
energetically, has, for two years past, returned large quantities of base bullion, 
thereby making that town a mining camp of considexable note. In 1881 the

Fremont County. 


This County is bounded on the north by Park and El Paso, on the east by 
El Paso and Pueblo, on the south by Custer, and on the west by Chaffee and 
Saguache Counties. It has an estimated population of 7,500, with Cafion City 
as the county seat and chief center, and covers an area of 1,268 square miles, 
the greater portion of which is devoted to agriculture and stock-raising—only 
the smaller part to the pursuit of mining. The industry last named was added 
to its resources during 1881, when its first bullion returns were reported in the 
table for that year; the product, $14,535.50, having been almost wholly ob- 
tained from two mines—the Cotopaxi, in the district of that name, and the 
Gem, in Grape Creek Cafion. In the latter there is much nickel associated 
with the silver, the only known instance of this metal occurring in quantity in 
Colorado. During the past two years several discoveries of veins carrying gold, 
silver, copper, nickel, etc., have been made, from which it may confidently be 
anticipated that the yield of $19,960 in 1882 will be largely increased during 
the present year. 

Fremont County is, however, chiefly noted for its superior coal mines, from 
which the largest portion of southern Colorado has been supplied for a number 
of years. It is a superior lignite, and, it is said, denser, more durable, and giv- 
ing out greater heat than those found in the northern part of the State, and is 
an excellent fuel for household use. Mixed with those found at Trinidad it 
makes a superior coke, and is used for the manufacture of illuminating gas, and 
for smelting purposes. The product for 1881 was about. 150,000 tons, while in 
1882 it aggregated from all sources 160,000,

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Gilpin County. 


This County is situated on the cast side of the Continental Divide, and is 
bounded on the north by Boulder, on the east by Jefferson, and on the south by 
Clear Creek County. Tt has an estimated population of 9,500, with Central City 
as Its county seat and chief center, and covers an area of 158 square miles—the 
smallest County in the State, but its record of production is the greatest, with 
the single exception of Lake, 

_Gilpin is the oldest County in the State; the history of Colorado having its 
beginning here, and all the other counties having obtained from it their most 
instructive lessons in mining and milling. Its mines have been under de- 
velopment for over twenty-three years, and the gold-producing ones are 
clustered in groups within a space of less than four miles diameter. In the 
period named the product aggregated $41,000,000, of which $37,500,000 was 
gold, and $3,500,000 silver (the latter having been almost wholly obtained sub- 
sequent to 1878), and the aggregate amount constituting more than one-fourth 
of the bullion output of the State and nearly two-thirds of all the gold. To 
detail, the yield for 1872 was $1,389,289, for 1873 $1,530,009, for 1874 $1,631,- 
863, for 1875 $1,763,985, for 1876 $2,240,000, for 1877 $2,203,037, for 1878 $2,- 
257,000, for 1879 $2,431,291, for 1880 $2,680,090, for 1881 about $2,500,000, or 
a considerable decline from that of 1880; and the same remark holds good in 
comparing the output of 1882 with that of 1881, a condition of things brought 
about by various causes which are readily explainable. ‘The decline was due 
to the suspension of work on several of the more extensively operated proper- 
lies, rather than the lack of paying ores; and in many instances the suspension 
was caused by the necessity of providing heavier machinery for raising ore and 
water from the great depths attained, while on others development work only 
was being done, pening negotiations for their purchase. The majority of 
these mines have, however, resumed operations, from which it may be expected 
that the yield for 1883 will be a conesdersble advance on that of 1882. 

In Gilpin County the formation is granitic and the veins true fissures, 
varying in width from one to twelve feet, and averaging about three feet. The 
ores contained therein are in some instances free-milling, while in others it is 
refractory, and best treated by the smelting process; but in quantity and 
quality it remains near the old standard to the greatest depths thus far attained. 
Indeed, there seems to have been some increase on the whole in both, probably 
sufficient to compensate the additional expense of mining at great depth, and 
at all events there are no present indications that they will deteriorate within 
the limits of practical operation, The stamp-rock yields, as indicated by 
numerous assay tests, from $15 to $20 in gold and five ounces silver per ton; 
although the amount extracted by the ordinary stamp-mill is only about sixty 
per cent of the gold and seven per cent of the silver contained therein, or an 
average probably of $10 per ton, the silver saved being only that which is in 
alloy with the gold, and it varies perceptibly in the ores of different mines. 
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The sulphuret or smelting product, comprising the sulphides of iron, zine, 
copper, lead, ete., is ordinarily separated from the stamping-ore by hand-sort- 
ing, and then sold for smelting; and the value of this, as indicated by twelve 
years’ continuous operation, varies from $75 to $100 (coin) per ton, or delivered 
to the smelters the producer receives from $55 to $75 per ton. 

It may be stated that outside of the cluster of gold-bearing fissures already 
mentioned, and surrounding it on all sides, there is a belt of highly productive 
veins, similar to those referred to in character of gangue-matter and mineral, 
with the exception that the precious metai is almost exclusively silver. Some of 
these lodes were located as carly as 1864, but were very little worked till 1878, 
there being no available market for the ores, in consequence of which they 
were generally abandoned ; but since the latter date many of them have been 
relocated and worked with very gratifying results. It may reasonably be ex- 
pected that with the aid of these silver mines, and the increasing richness of 
the gold lodes, the County’s output will constantly increase for many years 
to come. 

The Gold-dirt District was practically deserted from 1865 until a little 
over two years ago, when a general revival took place, since which time a 
number of properties have been protitably operated. 

For several years the placer mines have added but little to the bullion 
returns of the County. With the exception of a few companies engaged in the 
gravel-beds between Black Hawk and the Junction several miles below, the 
diggings are in the hands of Chinamen, whose habits of economy enable them 
to make a living from very lean ground.

Grand County. 


ThisCounty occupies a portion of the extreme northern part of the State, 
and is bounded on the west by Routt, on the south by Eagle and Summit, and 
on the east by Boulder and Larimer counties. It has an estimated population 
of 2,200, with Grand Lfike as the county seat, and covers an area of 3,381 
square miles; a territory, in early days, the favorite reservation and hunting- 
ground of the Northern Utes, and, of all other sections, the most reluctantly 
parted with. Though surrendered according to treaty stipulations, it was only 
recently wholly abandoned; and were it not for the mineral discoveries made 
a few years since in one or two of the mountain ranges, it would now be an in- 
viting field for the hunter and trapper. 

The principal properties are situated on the Rabbitt-ear Range, near the 
center of the County, where mining has been carried on for some years by a 
small band of men who cling to their faith on the future of their district with 
great tenacity. The veins are said to be large and the ores a combination of 
the sulphides of iron, lead, zine, and copper, assaying: from $20 to $100 per

Gunnison County. 





This County lies west of the Continental Divide, and is bounded on the 
north by Pitkin, on the east by Chaflee, on the south by Saguache, Hinsdale, 
and Ouray, and on the west by Montrose and Delta Counties. It covers an 
area of 3,300 square miles, and has an estimated population of 12,000, with 
Gunnison City as the county seat and chief center, and Crested Butte, Ruby, 
Irwin, Gothic, Pitkin, and others, all towns of more or less note. 

Gunnison was created by legislative authority in 1877, and about two years 
thereafter became the scene of considerable excitement, thousands of enthusi- 
astic prospectors venturing the prediction that another Leadville would be 
found somewhere in this then comparatively unknown territory. People rushed 
in from all parts of the country, the most extravagant imageries of hidden 
wealth haunting the dreams of the host who waited for the spring of 1879 to 
open and admit them to the Promised Land; and when it came the flood 
poured in, overspreading the mountains and valleys like a cloud. A year later 
it had disappeared, leaving, however, a number of substantial fragments here 
and there ; and to these are owing the discovery and development of all that is 
good in the County ; and whilst the glowing expectations of the pioneers have 
not been, and never will be, realized, yet sources of wealth have been unearthed 
that will endure for ages. If there were nothing found further than the mar- 
velous deposits of iron and coal (bituminous and anthracite), the effort would 
have been amply rewarded; and the many large and promising tracts of mineral 
land, now undergoing profitable development, are, to say the least, cause for 
congratulation. Its area has, however, been imperfectly prospected as yet, and 
only a small fraction of its resources brought to light; but each succeeding year 
will add to the number, and in the not distant future we may expect to see the 
annual output of Gunnison amounting to millions, The industry of mining is 
assuming decided importance, and although the ores are, as a rule, low-grade, 
yet being practically unlimited, will, with the advent of transportation facili- 
ties and suitable reduction-works, become very productive. 

The Tin Cup district, near the eastern boundary of the County, about forty 
miles north-east of Gunnison City, is the oldest settlement in the Elk Mountain 
region and the largest producer of bullion. Its geological formation varies 
greatly in different sections, giving different characteristics to the lodes, On 
Gold Hill the veins in some of the properties are bedded in limestone, while in 
others they are contacts between limestone and porphyry, aud on Anna Mount- 
ain the veins are fissures in an eruptive granite. Tie ores of the district are of 
the altered surface yaricties, giving evidence of the existence of considerable 
iron, copper, lead, and some silver glance, native silver, etc., yielding from 25 to 
500 ounces silver and from $3 to $80 in gold per ton, 

The Quarw Creek district, the hope and pride of Pitkin, has assumed 
something more than a local importance through a number of recent gold and 
silver discoveries.

“The deposits of this region are peculiarly exposed to the action of surface 
waters, and that they have had considerable loos upon the deposits jy 
their original composition is certain, The prevailing and by far the most in. 
portant ore, from an economical point of view, is argentiferous galena, and jts 
secondary products, cerussite, or corbonate of lead, and kerargyri, or chloride 
of silver. Lead is also found as anglesite, or sulphate, as pyromorphite, or 
phosphate, and occasionally as oxide in the form of litharge, or more rarely 
minium. Silver frequently occurs as chloro-bromide, Jess frequently ay 
chloro-iodide, occasionally as sulphuret, and very rarely in the native state, 
Chemical investigation has failed to detect sutticient regularity in the propor. 
tions of chlorine, bromine, and iodine combined with the silver to justify the 
determination of distinct mineral species. Gold occurs in the native state 
oy, in extremely small flakes, and is also said to have been found in the 
iliform state in galena. Ag accessory minerals are: zinc blende and silicate of 
zinc; arsenic, probably as sulphide and asarseniate of iron; antimony, probably 
as sulphide; copper as carbonate or silicate, bismuth as sulphide and its sec- 
ondary product, a double carbonate. Tin has been detected in furnace. 
products, iron occurs as an ore, though in the Leadville deposits it may be con- 
sidered as an essential part of the gangue or matrix, in which the valuable ore 
is found. In the former case it occurs in considerable bodies as pyrite or sul- 
phide and anhydrous oxide, or red hematite with a little magnetite. The gangue 
may be regarded as including silica, either as chert or 

‘quartz, and chemically or mechanically combined hydrous oxides of iron and 
manganese ; a great variety of clays or hydrous silicates of alumina, generally 
very impure, Sulphate of baryta, carbonates of iron, pyrite, and sulphate of 
lime are comparatively rare,” 

In a few instances, as is well known, fissures and bedded deposits have 

been found below the first contacts in the regular course of develo ment, and 
it is probable that many more would be exposed by deeper workings, thus 
taking the place of those nearer the surface, and perpetuating the supply of 
ores and bullion. Professor J. Alden Smith, in discussing this question, holds 
“that the ore deposits of this district came from below, through fissures origi- 
nating in the granitic rocks, and extending upwards penetrating the limestones 
and quartzites to the contact with the overlying porphyry; that these fissures 
lead to many bedded veins in the limestone and quartzite, and to contact 
veins of more or less value between the formations last mentioned and between 
those and the granitic formation; and that these fissures and deposits will be 
extensively and ‘profitably worked for centuries after the contact deposits now 
operated are exhausted.

This County was organized in 1874, and forms the extreme south-western 

division of the State, adjoining the Territories of Utah and New Mexico; and 
is bounded on the north by Dolores and San J uan, and on the east by Hi 
dale and Conejos counties. It has an estimated population of 6,000, with the 
brisk and progressive town of Durango, situated on the Animas River, at one 
of the principal gate-ways to the San Juan mineral ion, as its county seat 
and chief center, and covers an area of 4,100 square miles; a territory rich in 
resources, agricultural, pasturable, and mineral, containing vast tracts of fine 
arable land, much of it under tillage, or devoted to stock-raising, coal-minin 
forming one of the chief industries. The gold and silver mines, however, at- 
tracted but little attention until the advent of the D. & R. G. R’y, a little over 
two years since, They are situated on the La Plata River, around Parrott 
City, on Junction and Bear Creeks, and in the Needle Mountains where 
considerable Prospecting and development work has been done, and all of 
which sections are connected with Durango by wagon road. In the Needle 
Mountains the veins are generally large, in a granite and porphyry formation, 
and the ores usually low-grade, while in the La Plata and Junction Creek dis- 
tricts there is a belt of telluride veins, as a rule varying in width from one to six 
feet, of peculiar interest to the scientist, and giving promise of great value 
when thorough] opened. The major ro of the mineral is sylvanite, dis- 
tributed in small needle-like filaments t rough a greenish compact quartz, and. 
more rarely as plates in seams or fractures. They differ from the lodes in 
other telluride sections in bein confined tc sedimentary rocks of the Triassic 
age, whereas this character of ore is usually found in granite, or eruptive, 
ormations. 

The product of these sections is estimated at about $25 000, but with in 
‘creased reduction facilities the annual output will rapidl increase. The 
coal is of a good quality, easily coked, and the measures are (oe in the val- 
ley of the Animas, in connection with which are lar, deposits of brown hem- 
atite and magnetic oxide of iron.

Ouray County. 


_This County, named in honor of the late distinguished chief of the Ute 
Indians, occupies the north-west portion of the San Juan mineral region, and is 
bounded on the north by Gunnison, on the east by Hinsdale, on the south by 
San Juan and San Miguel, and on the west by San Miguel County. It has an 
estimated population of 4,000, with Ouray, situated in a beautiful amphitheater 
on the Uncompahgre River, with a fixed population of about 1,000, asits county 
seat and chief center and covers an area of 180 square miles, the greater part of 
which may be regarded as mineral lands. 

The formation in which the veins containing the precious metals appear— 
with the exception of the “Mineral Farm,” lying in sedimentary strata, and a 
few undeveloped orestreaks in metamorphic rocks—may be described as eruptive, 
belonging to the great Tertiary overflow of the San Juan Range. A great 
majority of these lodes carry argentiferous ores only, with a very snall reentage 
of gold; although s few are auriferous, containing very little silver, the latter 
generally being of a more recent period and intersecting the others. The 
minerals commonly occurring, in the order of their abundance, are as follows: 
Galena, sphalerite, freibergite, chalcopyrite, pyrite, stephanite, bismuth-silver, 
pyrargyrite, native silver, and argentite, in a highly crystaline gangue-matter, 
more especially im barren ground, the general matrix being quartz, rarely 
sulphate of baryta, and exceptionally fluorite, yielding, when sorted, as shown 
by a et number of mill tests, from $100 to $250 per ton. 

uring the past year enormous bodies of ore were discovered in the Red 
Mountain district, between Ouray and Silverton, and this section is at the 
present time the scene of unusual interest, by reason of these revelations. As 
to the character of the veins opinions differ, some insisting that the mineral- 
bearing zone is an immense horizontal contact, having its outcrop on the Red 
Mountain Creek side of the range and dipping into the mountain, while others 
contend as obstinately that they are merely irregular, segregated, contact ore 
deposits, and others again for the fissure theory. These, however, are questions 
which will gradually be solved by eee mining; and no matter what the 
conclusion, certain it is that the Red Mountain Satrict has a great future, 
The ores are of two kinds, viz., galena and copper ore, which may either be 
antimonial or black oxide of copper, the gangue and banded texture generally 
found in the quartz veins of Ouray County being nearly always absent.

This County is situated in the geographical and metal-producing center of 
the State; and is bounded on the north by Summit and Clear Creek, on the 
east by Jefferson and El Paso, on the south by Fremont and Chaffee, and on 
the west by Chaffee, Lake, and Summit Counties. It has an estimated popula- 


tion of 5,000 (with Fairplay as its county seat, although there are a number of 


other towns, the most prominent of which is Alma), and covers an area of 
2,222 square miles, within which are several peaks rising to the height of more 
than 14,000 feet. 

_ The geological features are peculiar, embracing all the formations from 
the archean to the quaternary end’ recent, and so intermingled—changing radi- 
cally within short distances—that the region is both a curious and interesting 
study to the scientist and an inextricable puzzle to the prospector and miner. 
Touching this question, Prof. J. Alden Smith says: “Scarcely two of the 
districts present the same or even similar geological features. In Montgomery, 
Buckskin, Mosquito, and Pennsylvania divisions the formations bear close re- 
semblance to each other, the veins being fissures, contacts, and bedded. The 
upper contact lies between porphyry and limestone. Lower down, we find con- 
tacts between lime and pase pophyy and quartzite, and between quartzite 
and granite, or gneiss. The bedded veins lie both in the limestone and quartzite. 
The fissures originate in the granitic rocks, and break up through the quartzites 
and the limestone to the contact with the porphyry, in some rare instances 
through the porphyry to the surface. In the fissures of the archean rocks, and 
at the contact with the quartzite, the ore is mainly composed of the sulphides 
of iron, zinc, copuet, and lead, the precious metal being largely gold. Above 
the quartzite the lead is more abundant, with less of the other base metals, the 
precious contents being almost exclusively silver.” 

On Mounts Lincoln and Bross, especially near the top, the veins are gen- 
erally contacts, some of the mines being very productive; and in the Buckskin 
district they are both fissures and contacts, carrying gold and silver, with nearly 
all the baser metals, the ores being as a rule fair grade, including all the mixt- 
ures necessary for economical and successful matte-smelting, and in some of 
the properties are large bodies of free-milling material. In the Mosquito dis- 
trict both fissures and contacts are found (some of which have in the past been 
quite productive), the gold and silver occurring in about equal proportions, 
and the product being both smelting and free-milling. The veins in the Penn- 
sylvania, Sacramento, and Horseshoe districts are mostly contacts between 
limestone and porphyry, the ores in the first two of which are medium in 
grade, while in the last they are noted for being low-grade in silver and rich 
in lead. Montgomery district, though settled in 1860, was practically aban- 
doned until about four years since (when a revival took place), owing to the 
absence of means for treating the refractory minerals. It contains excellent 
ores in abundance, as shown © late explorations, and with the introduction of 
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suitable reduction-works, will again take a front rank. In the Hall Valley 
district the veins are strong and well defined fissures in a granite formation, 
and the ores perhaps above the average grade. 

The placers of Park County have been worked continuously since 1860, and 
will doubtless last for many years to come; although they have not received 
the attention which their merits deserve. Those already developed are worked 
in a small way and with little regard to system or economy; but with the vig- 
orous application of modern devices would yield pounds instead of ounces of 
gold per day.

The formation is, with very few exceptions, eruptive, belonging to the 
great Tertiary overflow of the San Juan Range, and the veins almost invari-- 
ably strong and well-defined fissures, originating in the Archaen rocks, pass- 
ing thence up through the eruptive to the surface, and frequently traceable for 
miles.

Summit County. 


This County lies west of the Continental Divide, and is bounded on the’ 
west by Eagle, on the north by Grand, on the east by Grand, Clear Creek, and 
Park, and on the south by Park and Lake Counties. It has an estimated 
population of 6,000, with Breckenridge as its county seat,and covers an area 
of 500 square miles, the greater portion of which is exclusively devoted to 
the pursuit of mining. True there are a few hay ranches, some grazing and 
timber land, and occasional indications of coal measures, but they are only 
convenient and limited accessories to the main industry. 

The Ten-mile district, eighteen miles directly north of Leadville, and 
occupying the western end of the County, has attracted the greatest attention. 
It covers the mineral region on each side of the upper portions of Ten-mile 
Creek, and embraces the towns of Kokomo, Recen, Robinson, and Carbonate- 
ville. Its geological features are varied, being granitic, eruptive, and sedi- 
mentary. The veins are contacts, fissures, and gashes, the characteristics 
changing with the different formations. The contacts, as a rule, lie between 
dolomite below and metamorphic sandstone above, and are generally larg 
ranging from one to twelve feet in thickness. Their contents are mainly ead 
carbonates intermixed with iron carbonates and oxides in a dolometic gangue- 
matter, yielding, when sorted, from ten to sixty per cent lead and from 10 to 
100 ounces silver per ton. In the fissure and gash veins the contents comprise 
the sulphides of iron, zinc, lead, and copper, all carrying more or less silver, 
and frequently some gold. 

The division of the County lying east of the Ten-mile district, and em- 
bracing the towns of Montezuma, Chihuahua, Decatur, Breckenridge, Frisco, 
Dillon, Lincoln, etc., made a material increase of ore and bullion shipments in 
1882, as compared with those of 1880 and 1881. It has a rail connection at 
Breckenridge over the D. & 8. P. R’y, at Frisco over the D. & R.G., and at 
Dillon over both the D. & 8.’P. and D. & R. G. Seventy-three silver mines are 
reported in the list of shippers, the aes output aggregating nearly 5,000 ton 
yielding from $75 to $100 per ton. veral gold-producing properties have ha 
an output estimated at a total of about $30,000, and the placers at over $20,000. 
The lodes, with the exception of a few in the vicinity of Breckenridge, are 
fissures, in a granitic formation, and the ores consist of the sulphides of iron, 
copper, lead, zinc, bismuth, antimony, arsenic, etc., with some ruby and native 
silver, etc. The entire region is filled with low-grade and medium ores, and a 
fair proportion of those very rich. These facts, taken in connection with the 
railway facilities (the — centers being already intersected and further 
extensions projected), show that the output will annually increase. 

The output of Summit County from 1860 to 1881, as estimated by the

STATUTES. 
RESERVED FROM SALE UNDER THE PREEMPTION AND HOMESTEAD LAWS. 


Sec. 386. In all cases lands valuable for minerals shall be reserved from 
sale, except as otherwise expressly directed by law. ‘ 


LICENSE TO EXPLORE, OCCUPY, AND PURCHASE, 


Sec. 387. All valuable mineral deposits in lands belonging to the United 
States, both surveyed and unsurveyed, are hereby declared to be free and open 
to exploration and purchase, and the lands in which they are found to occu- 
pation and purchase, by citizens of the United States and those who have 

eclared their intention to become such, under regulations prescribed by law, 
and according to the local customs and rules of ‘miners in the several mining 
districts, so far as the same are applicable and not inconsistent with the laws of 
the United States. 
LODE CLAIMS. 


Sec. 388. Mining claims upon veins or lodes of quartz or other rock in 


_ place, bearing gold, silver, cinnabar, lead, tin, copper, or other valuable de- 


osits heretofore located, shall be governed as to length along the vein or lode 
y: the customs, regulations, and laws in force at the date of their location. A 
mining claim. located after the tenth day of May, eighteen hundred and

HOW TO APPLY FOR A PATENT. 


Src. 393. A patent for any land claimed and located for valuable de- 
posits may bé obtained in the ollowing manner: Any person, association, or 
‘corporation authorized to locate a claim under this chapter, having claimed 
and located a piece of land for such purposes, who has or have complied with 
‘the terms of this chapter, may file in the proper land-office an application for 
a patent, under oath, showing such compliance, together with a plat and field- 
notes of the claim or claims in common, made by or under the direction of the 
United States Serreyae-Genertls showing accurately the boundaries of the 
claim or claims, which shall be distinctly marked by monuments on the ground, 
and shall post a copy of such plat, together with a notice of such app ication 
for a patent, in a conspicuous place on the land embraced in such plat, 


- previous. to the filing of the application for a patent, and shall file an 


affidavit of at least two persons that such noticehas been duly posted, 
and shall file a copy of the notice in such land-office, and shall there- 
upon be entitled to a patent for the land, in the manner following: The 
ister of the land-office, upon the filing of such application, plat, 
field-notes, notices, and affidavits, shall publish a notice that such a plication 
has been made, for the period of sixty days, in a newspaper to i by him 
designated as published nearest to such claim; and shall also post such notice 
in his office for the same period. The claimant at the time.of filing this @ 
lication, or at any time thereafter, within the sixty days of publication, shall 
le with the register a certificate of the United States ‘Surveyor-General that 
five hundred dollare’ worth of labor has been expended on improvements made 
upon the claim by himself or grantors; that the lat is correct, with such 
further description by such reference to natural objects or permanent mon- 
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uments as-shall identify the claim, and furnish an accurate description, to be 
incorporated in the patent. At the expiration of.the sixty days of publication 
the claimant shall file his affidavit, showing that the plat and notice have been 

sted in a conspicuous place on the claim during such period of publication, 
tino adverse claim shall have been filed with the register and receiver of the 
proper land-office at the expiration of the sixty days of publication, it shall be 
assumed that the applicant is entitled to a patent, upon the payment to the 
proper officer of five dollars per acre, and that no adverse claim exists; and 
thereafter no objection from third parties to the issuance of a patent shall be 
heard, except it be shown that the applicant has failed to comply with the 
terms of this chapter. Where the claimant for a patent is not a resident of or 
within the land district wherein the vein, lode, le ge, or deposit sought to be 
patented is located, the application for patent and the affidavits required to be 
made in this section may be made by is, her, or its authorized agent, where 
said agent is conversant with the facts sought to be established; and this pro- 
vision shall apply to all applications for patents for mineral lands pending on 
the twenty-second day of y anuary, eighteen hundred and eighty. 


ADVERSE CLAIMS. 


Src. 394.—Where an adverse claim is filed during the period of publica- 
tion, it shall be upon oath of the person or persons making the same, and shall 
show the nature, Seantatiec, and extent of such adverse claim; and all pro- 
ceedings, except the publication of notice and making and filing of the affi- 
davit thereof, shall be stayed until the controversy shall have been settled or 
decided by a court of competent jurisdiction, or the adverse claim waived. It 
shall be the duty of the siveces claimant, within thirty days after filing his 
claim, to commence roceedings in a court of competent jurisdiction, to deter- 
mine the question of the right of possession, and prosecute the same with rea- 
sonable diligence to final judgment; and a failute so to dqgball be a waiver of 
his adverse claim. After such judgment shall have been Fendered, the party 
entitled to the possession of the claim, or an portion thereof, may, without 
giving further notice, file a certified copy of the judgment-roll with the register 
of the land-office, together with the certificate of the surveyor-general that the 
reanisite amount of labor has been expended or improvements made thereon, 
and the description required in other cases, and shall pay to the receiver five 
dollars per acre for his claim, together with the proper fees, whereupon the 
whole proceedings and the judgment-roll shall be certified by the register to 
the Commissioner of the General Land-office, and a patent’shall issue thereon 
for the claim, or such portion thereof as the applicant shall appear, from the 
decision of the ~— to rightly possess. If it appears from the decision of 
the court that several parties are entitled to separate and different portions of 
the claim, each party may pay for his portion of the claim, with the proper 
fees, and file the certificate and description by the surveyor-general, whereupon 
the register shall certify the proceedings and judgment-roll to the Commissioner 
of the General Land-office, as in the preceding case, and patents shall issue to 
the several parties according to their respective rights.

SURVEYS TO BE ADJUSTED TO THE PUBLIC SURVEYS. 


Sec. 395. The description of vein or lode claims, upon surveyed lands 
shall designate the location of the claim with reference to the lines of the pub- 
lic surveys, but need not conform therewith; but where a patent shall be issued 
for claims upon unsurveyed lands, the surveyor-general, in extending the sur- 
veys, shall adjust the same to the boundaries of such patented claim, according 
to the plat or description thereof, but so as in no case to interfere with or change 
the location of any sach patented claim. : 
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PATENTS FOR VEINS OR LODES ISSUED PRIOR TO MAY 10, 1872. 


. 396. Applications for patents for mining claims under former laws 
now presto ont be prosecuted to a final decision in the General Land-office; 
but in such cases, where adverse rights are not affected thereby, patents may 
issue in pursuance of the provisions of this pe and all patents for minin;

The remainder 
of the placer claim, or any placer claim not embracing any vein or lode claim, 
shall be paid for at the rate of two dollars and fifty cents per acre, together 
with all costs of proceedings; and where a vein or lode, such as is described in 
section three hundred and eighty-eight, is known to exist within the pountedes 
of a placer claim, an application for a patent for such placer claim, waice 
does not include an application for the vein or lode claim, shall be on 
as a conclusive declaration that the claimant of the placer claim has no right 
of possession of the vein or lode claim; but where the existence of a vein or 
lode in a placer claim is not known, a patent for the placer claim shall convey 
all valuable mineral and other deposits within the boundaries thereof. 


PLACER LOCATIONS.

public-land surveys, and the rectangular subdivisions of such surveys, and no 
such location shall include more than twenty acres for each individual claim- 
ant; but where placer claims cannot be conformed to legal subdivisions, survey 
and plat shall be made as on unsurveyed lands; and where by the segregtaion 
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of mineral land in any legal subdivision a quantity of agricultural land less 
than forty acres remains, such fractional portion of agricultural land may be 
entered by any party qualified by law, for homestead or preemption purposes. 


PROOFS OF _POSSESSORY RIGHTS—LIENS—LIMITATIONS, 


Src. 400. Where such person or association, they and their grantors, have 
held and worked their claims for a period equal to the time prescribed by the 
statute of limitations for mining claims of the State or Territory where the 
same may be situated, evidence of such jon and working of the claims 
for such period shall be sufficient to establish a right to a patent thereto under 
this chapter, in the absence of any adverse claim; but nothing in this chapter 
shall be deemed to impair any lien which may have attached in any way what- 
ever to any mining claim or property thereto attached prior to the issuance of 
@ patent. 

MILL-SITES. 


Sxc. 405. Where non-mineral land not contiguous to the vein or lode is 
used or occupied by the proprietor of such vein or lode foy mining or milling 
purposes, such non-adjacent surface-ground may be embraced and included in 
an application for a patent for such vein or lode, and the same may be patented 
therewith, subject to the same preliminary requirements as to survey and notice 
as are applicable to veins or lodes; but no locations hereafter made of such 
non-adjacent land shall exceed five acres, and payment for the same must be 
made at the same rate as fixed by this chapter for the superficies of the lode. 
The owner of a quartz-mill or reduction-works, not owning a mine in connec- 
tion therewith, may also receive a patent for his mill-site, as provided in this 
section. 

PROOF OF CITIZENSHIP. 


Src. 389. Proof of citizenship, under this chapter, may consist, in the case 
of an individual, of his own affidavit thereof; in the case of an association of 
persons unincorporated, of the affidavit of their authorized agent, made on his 
own knowledge, or upon information and belief; and in the case of a corpora- 
tion organized under the laws of the United States, or of any State or Territory 
thereof, by the filing of a certified copy of their charter or certificate of in- 
corporation. 


DEPUTY SURVEYORS—CHARGES AND FEES. 


Src, 402. The Surveyor-General of the United States may appoint in each 
land district containing mineral lands as many competent surveyors as shall 
apply for appointment to survey mining claims. The expenses of the suvrey 
Ze vein or lode claims, and the survey and subdivision of placer claims into 
smaller quantities than one hundred and sixty acres, together with the cost of 

ublication of notices, shall be paid “by the eprile ts, and they shall be at 
fiberty to obtain the same at the most reasonable rafes, and they shall also be 
at liberty toemploy any United States deputy-surveyor to make the survey. 
The Commissioner of the General Land-office shall also have power to establish 
the maximum charges for surveys and publication of notices under this chapter ;

of mining notices in such district, and fix the rates to be charged by such paper ; 
and, to the end that the Commissioner may be fully informed on the subject, 
each applicant shall file with the register a sworn statement of all charges and 
fees paid by such applicant for publication and surveys, together with all fees 
and —T paid the register and the receiver of the land-office, which state- 
ment shall be transmitted, with the other papers in the case, to the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land-office. 
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AFFIDAVITS—HEABINGS TO ESTABLISH THE CHARACTER OF LANDS. 


Sxc. 403. All affidavits required to be made under this chapter may be 
verified befare any officer authorized to administer oaths within the land dis- 
trict hints claims may be situated, and all testimony and roofs may be 
taken before any such officer, and, when duly certified by the officer taking the 
same, shall have the same force and effect as if taken before the register and 
receiver of the land-office. In cases of contest as to the mineral or agricult- 
ural character of land, the testimony and proofs may be taken as herein pro- 
vided, on personal notice of at least ten days to the opposing party ; or if such 

arty cannot be found, then by-publication of at least once a week for thirty 
a s in a newspaper, to be designated by the register of the land-office as pub- 
lished nearest to the location of such land; and the register shall require proof 
that such notice has been given. 


WATER RIGHTS. 


Sec. 407. Whenever, by priority of possession, rights to the use of water 
for mining, agricultural, manufacturing, or other purposes, have vested and 
accrued, and the same are recognized and acknowledged by the local customs, 
laws, and the decisions of courts, the possessors and owners of such vested rights 
shall be maintained and protected in the same; and the right of way for the 
construction of ditches and canals for the purposes herein specified is ac- 
knowledged and confirmed ; but whenever any person, in the construction of 
any ditch or canal, injures or damages the possession of any settler on the 
anes domain, the party committing such injury or damage shall be liable to 
the party. injured for such injury ordamage. 

Src. 408. All patents granted, or preemptions or homesteads allowed, 
shall by subject to any wud and accrued water rights, or rights to ditches 
and reservoirs used inconnection with such water rights, as may have been 
acquired under or recognized by the preceding section. 


EASEMENTS. 

Sxc. 406. Asa condition of sale, in the absence of the necessary legislation 
by Congress, the local legislature of any State or Territory may provide rules 
for working mines, involving easements, drainage, and other necessary means 
to their complete development ; and these conditions shall be fully expressed 
in the patent. 


HOMESTEAD AND PREEMPTION CLAIMS. 


Sxc. 409. Whenever, upon the lands heretofore designated as mineral 
lands, which have been excluded from survey and sale, there have been home- 
steads made by citizens of the United States, or persons who have declared 
their intention to become citizens, which homesteads have been made, im- 
proved, and used for agricultural purposes, and upon which there have been 
no valuable mines of gold, silver, cinnabar, or copper discovered, and which 
are properly agricultural lands, the settlers or owners of such homesteads shall 
have a right o preemption thereto, and shall be entitled to purchase the same 
at the price of one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, and in quantity net 
to exceed one bundred and sixty acres ; fe they ay ott themselves of the

Sec. 2258. The following classes of lands, unless otherwise specially pro- 
vided for by law, shall not be subject to the rights of preemption, to-wit: | : 
1. Lands included in any reservation by any treaty, law, or proclamation 


of the President, for 3 purpose. 
2. Lands included within the limits of any incorporated town, or selected 


as the site of a city or town. ;

TITLE TO TOWN-LOTS SUBJECT TO MINERAL RIGHTS. 


Where mineral veins are possessed, which possession is rec- 
ognized by local authority, and to the extent so possessed and recognized, the 
title to town-lots to be acquired shall be subject to such recognized possession 
and the necessary use thereof; but nothing contained in this section shall be so 
construed as to recognize any color of title in possessors for mining purposes,

ACT OF CONGRKSS OF MARCH 83, 1881. 


SUITS AT LAW. 


An Act to amend section twenty-three hundred and twenty-six of the 
Revised Statutes, relating to suits at law affecting the title to mining claims. 

Be it enacted, etc., That if, in any action brought pursuant to section twenty- 
three hundred and twenty-six of the Revised Statutes, title to the ground in 
controversy shall not be established by either party, the jury shall so find, and 
judgment shall be entered according to the verdict. In such case costs shall 
not be allowed to either party, and the claimant shall not proceed in the land- 
office, nor be entitled to a patent for the ground in controversy, until he shall 


have perfected his title. 
REVISED STATUTES. 


PERJURY—PENALTY THEREFORE. 


Sec. 5392. Every person who, haying taken an oath before a competent 
tribunal, officer or person, in any case in which the law of the United States 
authorizes an oath to be administered, that he will testify, declare, depose, or 
certify truly, or that an written testimony, declaration, deposition, or cer- 
tificate by him subscribe: is true,/willfully and contrary to such oath states 
or subscribes any material matter which he does not believe to be true, is 
guilty of ead and shall be punished by a fine of not more than two 
thousand dollars, and by imprisonment, at hard labor, not more than five 
years, and shall, moreover, thereafter, be incapable of giving testimony in any 
court in the United States until such time as the judgment against him is 


reversed.

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of Colorado Territory : 


Sec. 1. G@HT OF SURVEY AND Inspection.—In all actions pending i 
any district court of this Territory, wherein the title or right of Saneaslont is 
any mining claim shall be in dispute, the said court, or the judge thereof, may, 
upon application of any of the parties to such suit, enter an order for the 
ander-ground as well as surface survey of such part of the property in dispute, 
as may be necessary to a just determination of the question involved. Buck 
order shall designate some competent surveyor, not related to any of the par- 
ties to such suit, nor in any wise interested in the result of the same; and upon 
application of the party adverse to such application, the court may also 


- appoint some competent surveyor, to be selected by such adverse ke

MANDATORY WRIT TO RESTORE POSSESSION.—The said district 
courts of this Territory, or any judge thereof, sitting in chancery, shall have 
in addition to the power already possessed, power to issue writs of injunction 
poh marae relief, having the ne and effect of a writ of restitution, re- 
ring any person or persons to the possession of any mining pro 
which he or they may Gove been ousted, by force and Telaléting’ or SP ieee oe 
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from which they are kept out of possession by threats, or whenever such pos- 
session was taken from him or them by entry of the adverse party on Sunday 
or a legal holiday, or while the party in possession was temporarily absent. 
therefrom. The granting of such writ to extend only to the right of possession 
under the facts of the case in respect to the manner in which the possession 
was obtained, leaving the parties to their legal rights on all other questions as 
though no such writ had issued. 

Sec. 8. UNLAWFUvL ENTRY.—In all cases where two or more persons shall 
associate themselves together for the purpose of obtaining the possession of any 
lode, gulch, or placer claim, then in the actual possession of another, by force 
and violence, or threats of violence, or by stealth, and shall proceed to carry 
out such purpose by making threats against the party or parties in possession, 
or who shall enter upon such lode or mining claim for the purpose aforesaid, 
or who shall enter upon or into any lode, gulch, placer claim, quartz-mill, or 
other mining property, or not being upon such property, but within hearing of 
the same, shallasiie any threats, or make use of any language, signs, or fest- 
ures, calculated to intimidate any person or persons at work on said property, 
from continuing to work thereon or therein, or to intimidate others from en- 
gaging to work thereon or therein, every such person so offending, shall, on 
copviction thereof, be fined in asum not to exceed two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, and be imprisoned in the county jail not less than thirty days nor more 
than six months; such fine to be discharged either by payment or by confine- 
ment in said jail until such fine is discharged at the rate of two dollars and 
fifty cents ($2.50) per day. On trials under this section, proof of a common 
purpose of two or more persons to obtain possession of property as aforesaid, 
or to intimidate laborers as above set forth, accompanied or followed by any 
of the acts above specified by any of them, shall be sufficient evidence to con- 
vict any one committing such acts, although the parties may not be associated 
together at the time of committing the same. 

Sec. 4. Gurity or Murper.—If any person or persons shall associate 
and agree to enter or attempt to enter by force of numbers and the terror such 
numbers are calculated to inspire; or by force and violence, or by threats of 
violence against any person or persons in the actual possession of any lode, 
gulch, or placer claim; and upon such entry or attempted entry, any person or 
persons shall be killed, said persons, and all and each of them so entering or 
ere to enter, shall be deemed guilty of murder in the first degree, and 
punished accordingly. Upon the trials of such cases, any person or parties 
cognizant of such entry, or attempted entry, who shall be present, aiding, as- 
sisting, or in anywise encouraging such entry, or attempted entry, shall be 
deemed a principal in the commission of said offense.

PLACER MINING CLAIMS. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado: 


Secrion 1. The discoverer of a placer claim shall, within thirty days 
from the date of discovery, record his claim in the office of the recorder of 
the county in which said claim is situated, by a location certificate, which 
shall contain: First, the name of the claim, Geupuateg it as a placer claim, 
Second, the name of the locator. Third, the date of location. Fourth, the num- 
ber of acres or feet claimed. And Fifth, a description of the claim by such 
ee to natural objects or permanent monuments as shall identify the 
claim. 

Before filing such location certificate, the discoverer shall locate his claim : 
First, by posting upon such claim a plain sign or notice, containing the name 
of the claim, the name of the locator, the date of discovery, and the number o 
acres or feet claimed. Second, by marking the surface boundaries with sub- 
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stantial posts, and sunk in the ground, to wit: One at each angle of the 
claim. ' , 

Sec. 2. On each placer claim of one hundred and sixty acres or more hereto- 
fore or hereafter located, and until a patent has been issued therefor, not less 
than one hundred dollars’ worth of Iabor shall be performed or improvements 


‘made by the first day of August, 1879, and by the first day of August of each 


year thereafter. On all placer claims containing less than one hundred and 
sixty acres, the expenditure during each pee shall be such proportion of one 
hundred dollars, as the number of acres bears to one hundred and sixty. On 
all placer claims containing less than twenty acres, the expenditures during 
sah year shall not be less than twelve dollars; but when two or more claims 
lie contiguous, and are owned by the same person, the expenditures hereby 
required for each claim may be made on any one claim, and upon a failure to 
comply with these conditions, the claim or claims upon which such failure oc- 
curred, shall be open to relocation, in the same manner as if no location of the 
same had ever been made; provided, that the original locators, their heirs, as- 
signs, or legal representatives, have not resumed work upon the claim after 
failure and before such location; provided, the aforesaid expenditures may be 
made in building or repairing ditches to conduct water upon such ground, or 
in making other mining improvements necessary for the working of such 
im. ‘ i 

Upon the failure of any one of several co-owners to contribute his propor- 
tion of the expenditures required hereby, the co-owners who have performed 
the labor or made the improvements, may at the expiration of the year, to-wit: 
the first of August, 1879, for the locations heretofore made, and one year from 
the date of locations hereafter made, give such delinquent co-owner personal 
notice in writing, or if he be a non-resident of the State, a notice by publication, 
in the newspaper published nearest the claim for at least once a wee for ninety 
days, and mailing him a copy of such newspaper if his address be known; and 
if at the expiration of ninety days after such notice in writing, or after the 
first publication of such notice, such delinquent should fail or refuse to con- 
tribute his proportion of the expenditure required by this act [section], his 
interest in the claim shall become the property of his co-owners who have made 
the required expenditures.

Crry anp ViiuaGcE Lots.—Any poem who may havea 
title to occupy any lot or lots within any city or village plot, or any lots or 
mining claim within any mining district in this State, in virtue of a certificate, 
deed of gift or purchase from the original claimant orclaimants, or thir assigns 
as well as all purchasers, under any decree or execution of the ooeatt 
provisional government courts, people’s or miners’ courts, of the lands situated 
within any city or village plot, or any lots, land, or mining claims. situated 
within any mining district, together with the original claimant or claimants 
of said lots, land, or mining claims, shall be entitled to maintain the actions 
authorized by the eighth section of this chapter, against any and all persons 
who shall enter upon and occupy said lots, lands, or mining claims, or any of 
them; provided, it shall be jawful for the citizens of any mining district to 
declare an abandonment of any creek, river, gulch, bank, or mining claim a 
forfeiture of the rights of the claimants thereto; in which case the parties 
claimant shall not be enabled to maintain either of the actions mentioned in 
section eight of this chapter. 

2136. Src. 13. Unirep States Titte.—Nothing in this chapter con- 
tained shall be construed to deny the right of the United States to dispose of 
any lands in this State; nor shall the fact that the title to any lots, lands, 
lodes, or mining claims hath not poe from the United States, be any bar to 
the recovery of the plaintiff in either of the actions specified in section eight 
of this chapter. As against the United States, and a persons holding any of 
said lands under the United States, or the laws thereof, this chapter shall be 
of non-effect and void. :
